It is @ New Commandment, in that it is the Priacipal 
Golpci Duty; inculcated in almoft every Page of the New 
tcitament; Taught by the Prince of Peace, by the great 
Reconciler of the World, by the Son of that Ravifhing 
Being, who is Love in its very Effence, for God is Love ; 
Prefer’d tothe moft Neceflary, the moft Subftantial Du- 
ties, and Declar‘d to be the Intention of them all, the 
End of the Covumandment is Love. 

It isa New Commandment, in that it 1s Appointed the 
Mark of our Vocation, the Badg of our Proteflion, the 
Characteriftick of a Chriftian.

with the Greater Luttre, and Vice Decypher’d with 
more :Ditagrecable Detormity by fo Dilproportion’d 
Compariion. What a Certain Nobleman of our own 
Country defii’d to have Inferib’d upon his Yomb, with 
relpect to Sir Philip Sidney, Cafias might have Equal! 
defird to have Inferb'd on His, with regard to Brugy; 
as the Greatett Honor, his Familars coud have done 
him 3 Here lies Brurus’s Friend. And indeed we might 
admire, that Brutus fhou’d entertain fo iatimate a Fam'. 
arity with a Pertoa of fo Different a Temper, bur 
that we are inform d, that they were Related by Marri. 
age, tho’ not by Dilpofition. We may add too, that 
Brutus migat tuppote Cafins as Siacere a Patriot, as 
Himlelf, of his Country’s Liberty. And yet Here, as 
the Hiftorian Judicioufly obferves, there was a Signal 
Difference between then, Brutus Oppos‘d the Diator, 
Cafius the Man. Brutus Slew the Tyrant, Cafius Cafay, 
Brutus Devored his Friend to the Publick Intereft, 
Sacrifie'd his to his Own Perfonal Re@arment. Nor 
that we think, thet Caffe cou’d have bora any other Tye 
rant onthe Throne; Bat then we believe withal, that 
the Prineipal reaton of it was, becaufe no Other coud 
have been a Tyrant, but Himfelf at the fame time muf 
have been a Slave. Wherees we cannot perfuade our 
felves, that Tyranny woud have been any ways Ungrate. 
fui to him, were Te to have been the Subje, and not 
the Obje7 ot it. Had the fame’ Crown, that was Of 
terd Cafar, been offer’d Him, he fCarcely wou'd have Re. 
tusd it, uniets tor che fame reafon, that Cafur did. And 
ti the fame reaton had perfuaded him to Retufe it, hehad 
coneit withthe fame Reluctance. It ask’d, what ground 
we have for jo Uniavorable an Opinion, we aniwer, that 
where he had Authority, he exercisd thar Authority, 
with Rigor, fhall we fay 2? Yea, with more than Rigor; 
with Cruelty, with Inhumanity, with Barbarity. We 
were poing to adc, he Acted Ca/ar: But we Cannotwe 
not fav it. For tho’ Cefar was a Tyrant, tn 
that he Lifurp’d an Unjuft Authority over a Free People, 
vet he was a Good-narur'd, a Merciful, a Tender Tyrant. 
But Brutus ; Ancony Himlelf, that his Greateft Ad- 
vertary, cod fay (and in fuch a cafe the Evidence of 
an Advertary is the fureft Evidence ) that Brutus, of all 
the Coaipnators again{t Cafar, proposd nothing to him. 
fel! but the Liberty of his Country. And indeed all 


Cafars Filecds, tho’ they Blam’d the Aétion, yet Ex- 
cusd the Actor ; were unwilling to Implead the Integrity 


of his lucenttons. 

Cafius wanted not Courage, but his Courage wasa — 
Brucal one. Brutus had Equal Courage, and his Coue 
rage was an Human one. He was Fearlefs to Expofe his 
Own Lite, but withal fender of the Lives of his very 
Enemies. Every Conqueft, he gain’d, was a Double 
Conquelt; he Captivated, Not only the Ourward, but 
the Inward Man; not only the Body, but the very Heart 
and Soul. He was Wndaunted indeed, but not Infenfidle; 
Refolute, buy not Objtinate; Merciful, but not Effeminate ; 
Grave, but not Morofe ; Sedate, but not Sullen ; Thought. 
ful, but not Melancholy ; Conimunicative to his Friends, but 
not Talkative ; Diverting on Occafion, but not Occafion 
ally Light , fometimes Sarca/ical, but Never Scurrilow ; 
Inftructive, but not Dogmatical ; Immoveable to any 
ther Motives, than what were Juft, Realonabie, Equita- 
ble, Honourable. | | 

Caffius had long Experience in Martial Enterprizes, Brs: 
tus indeed Lefs Experience, but no ways énfertor tn Com- 
duct. For tho’ we cannot always Eftimate Conduct by 
Succels, yet to Brutus’s Conduct it was Owing, thae 
the Battle fought by thole four Contending Generals, 
Himlelf, Caffius, Antony, and Ofavius, MMe was the om) 
Conqueror. Not bur that Here we muft blanehs 
Conduct, for not Preferring the Succour oi his Diftrefled 
Friend to the Lefs Important Purliit of his Routed Ene 
mies. Nor willhis Ignorance of Cafiins’s Diftrels 3m} 
wavs Excufe him, in that it fhou’d not have Prevented 
fo Neceflary a Caution.
